EDUCATION BILL 


Passed on Second Reading in House

London, May 11. — The educational 


bill was passed on second reading in 
the house of commons by a vote much 
smaller than the government's nomi- 
nal majority, but fully equal to the 
government's expectation.

Wasnington, May 11. — Shells and 


projectiles for the navy department

panics—Government Business Given 
Preference In Time of War. 


Washington, May n. — The senate 


completed the consideration of the 
second section of the railroad rate 
bill and listened to the reading of sec- 
tions 3 and 4 without considering any 
amendments offered to them. Th« 
purpose, of this reading was to bring 
the consideration of the bill up to the 
point of taking up the Allison compro- 
mise amendments. A number of very 
important changes were made in the 
second section, including a provision 
restoring the imprisonment penalty of 
the act of 1887, and an amendment 
suggested by Senator McCumber im- 
posing a penalty of fine and imprison- 
ment against shippers who secure re- 
bates from transportation companies. 
The latter amendment was incorpo- 
rated for tbe purpose of hitting the 
trusts. Another adopted was offered 
by Senator Warren, lit gives the gov- 
ernment business a preference over 
all other traffic in time of war. 
A 


long series of changes were also made 
at the instance of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 
Many of these 


were verbal and all were intended to 
improve the administrative features'of 
the law. 


Senator LaFollette attempted to se- 


cure the imposition of imprisonment 
for violations of requirements of the 
interstate commerce law. -He proposed 
sentences of from one to five years, in 
addition to fines of $1,000 to $20,000, 
for unjust discrimination or false rep- 
resentations to secure business at Less 
than the established rate. Calling at- 
tention to the fact that the Elkins act 
had removed the imprisonment pen- 
alty, he claimed that the effect had 
been a ,rapid increase "in violations of 
the law. 
Senator Lodge expressed 


the opinion that it would be sufficient 
to restore the penal clauses of the in- 
terstate commerce act of 1887, and 
said he would offer an amendment to 
that, effect at a later period. "It Is 
the fact of the imprisonment and not 
the length of the term that will" be 
-effective," lie said. 
• • 


Mr. Lodge then offered his amend- 


ment restoring the penal provisions 
of the act of 1887 as a substitute for 
Mr. LaFollette's amendment. 


Senator Foraker discussed' the re- 


cent report of Commissioner Garfleld, 
saying that none of the evils-' com- 
plained of by him could be reached 
through the pending bill, if it should 
become a law, whereas all of them 
were covered by the Elkins law and 
could. be remedied through that in- 
strumentality 
if 
officials would do 


their duty. 
After further discussion 


Mr. Lodge accepted as a substitute for 
his amendment one prepared, by Mr. 
Stone restoring the penalties of the 
old law in diflerent form from that of 
his own. Neither the Lodge nor the 
Stone provision was satisfactory to 
Mr. LaFollette, who contended that 
the penalty in both was too light. The 
Lodge-Stone amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 49 to 27, and the amend- 
ment as amended was then carried by 
a vofe of 73 to 2, the two negative 
votes being cast by Senators Gallinger 
and Pettus.

This 
emphatic setting forth of the position 
of the United States, it is believed, 
will prevent serious trouble at the 
elections to be held in June. As Sec- 
retary Taft makes it clear that any 
disorder in the republic will hinder 
canal work, his letter will be doubly 
discouraging to opponents of Presi- 
dent Amador, who are reported to 
have 
been 
planning a movement 


against him outside of the canal zone, 
believing that the United States would 
not suppress any insurrection unless 
it extends within the zone. 


In his letter to Governor Magoon 


Secretary Taft says: "I have no hesi- 
tation whatever in saying that in my 
judgment an insurrection in any part 
of the republic would disturb the or- 
der in Panama aud Colon and adja- 
cent territory, and would greatly in- 
crease the difficulties that the United 
States would have in constructing tho 
canal, and while of course the forcea 
of our government ought not to inter- 
vene until it is established that the 
republic of Panama can not maintain 
order in its own territory, I think tho 
United States may properly, under the 
clauses of the treaty, construed in tho 
light of the provision of the constitu 
tion of. Panama to prevent its inter 
ference with the work of canal con 
structiou, suppress any insurrection in 
any part'of the republic. Of course 
such action ought cot. to be taken un- 
til it is fuliy established that the gov- 
ernment of Panama is not able to 
maintain itself." 


Secretary Root's letter to Secretary 


Taft discusses at length the constitu- 
tional questions involved in the exer- 
cise by the United States of authority 
to maintain peace on the isthmus, and 
quotes a section from the Panamaa 
constitution which provides the Unit- 
ed States may maintain peace in Pan- 
ama in case this country agrees by 
treaty to do so. He also quotes a sec- 
tion of the treaty between the United 
States and Paiiama in which Panama 
grants the United States the right to 
preserve order in the new republic.
